same basis of comparison. 


On 'the other hand, lard exports 


have jumped from an annual average 
of 474 miHion pounds, 1910-1914. to 
8869 million poundes. 1921. The ex- 
port of hams has almost doubled, and 
bacon exports l^e more than doub- 
led over the same period. 


This helps explain why beef is sell- 


ing in this county at 7 per cent less 
than it did before the war, while hog 
prices range 21 per cent above pre- 
war levels, the economists believe.

way we ought, for we cannot consider any disease of 
little importance when hundreds of children die f. om it.
